“We feel that many of these lives 
Can be saved if bystanders had 
only two hours training in the 
fundamentals of artificial res¬ 
piration,’' he said. ‘ 

The week of classes is being held 
by St. John across Canada and is 
being called “Save a Life” week. 
The classes will consist of one 
hour’s instruction and demonstra¬ 
tion and one hour’s practice. 
“People can learn enough to save 
a life in this time,” Mr. Kilgannon 
said. “It is a short enough time 
for 9uch a worthy cause. Artificial 
respiration is the only proved 
method of reviving a near-drown¬ 
ed person and it is something 
everyone should know.”

UNION LEADERS 

The last time I wrote a column about unton leaders, I found 
myself in the position of defending -the high payrtihey get. Quite a few 
working men wrote to me to say that I was away off base. They said 
that the union leaders were now getting too big for their britches. 
-That -they were smoking cigars and- driving Cadillacs and had no 
real interest in -the workers pay envelope. Their main desire was to 
get the check-off so that their own salary and the union funds would 
pile up. 

I -replied that I felt a -good union leader should be well paid, 
and that the workers would be foolish not to reward them with high 
salaries. Now I am beginning to wonder if the workers were right and 
I was wrong. Some very foolish things -have been happening lately. 

Some very important labor leaders are now saying that they 
intend Ip -go all out for a -guaranteed annual w-age for every union 
member employed. They are going to insist that employers guarantee 
a 5Z-wcek pay cheque, work or no work. And the ridiculous reason 
-they give for this is that it would be a -great help to all of us because 
then the laborers would have the money to buy from the rest of us. 

Well, now, thats all very well for the laborers — but what 
about “the rest of us”? Who is going to guarantee a writer an annual 
wage? Or a farmer? Or a hired hand on the farm? 

It seems to me it’s time some of these labor leaders went out 
on a farm for a few weeks. Let them rediscover the elemental facts 
of life. 

Nobody can guarantee weather conditions. Nobody can guar¬ 
antee a crop. 

If -there are going to be any guaranteed annual wages in Can¬ 
ada, let those guarantees -go not to our union workers, turning out 
automobiles, but to our fanners and farm workers who produce the 
veiy raw materials of living. 

Surely we have all contributed enough to unemployment in¬ 
surance to satisfy labor. I have never heard of a farmer collecting 
unemployment insurance payments — but every farmer helps to pay 
for them in every manufactured item that he buys. 

I don’t think Very many union workers will be honestly in 
favor of a guaranteed annual wage. What the union leader is sup¬ 
posed to secure for the workers is more pay in the pay envelope — not 
some nebulous future -guarantee that is likely to cut down on employ¬ 
ment rather -than to increase it. 

Surely union leaders are -going to realize, before it is too late, 
that they have gone altogether too far in their demands. Instead of 
guaranteed annual wages they are going to talk themselves into guar¬ 
anteed unemployment. The men and women in this-country who are 
not members of labor unions are getting fed up, and any sympathy 
that the unions used to get from the general public is rapidly waning. 
And the acts of a few union leaders like Walter Reu-ther reflect on all 
the others. 


Are You Worried? 

We read much -today about the 
fear of disease. On the one hand 
we are assailed by admonitions 
to heed minor symptoms, transi¬ 
ent pains, fleeting aches, feelings 
of uneasiness, and the like, and 
to take proper steps to avoid seri¬ 
ous consequences. 

On the other hand, psycholo¬ 
gists tell us that many of our ills 
are, in a way, figments of our 
imagination. Sometimes, it is true 
a constant pre-occupation with 
one’s physical condition results in 
what we know as hypochondria — 
unwarranted fear of disease. 

No doubt the public occasion¬ 
ally is confused by these appar¬ 
ently opposite viewpoints of medi¬ 
cal authorities. A reader of a 
medical colmmist one day may find 
himself persuaded to have a phy¬ 
sical examination. Next day an¬ 
other writer tells him that S>5 per 
cent of all ills cure themselves 
and that most sickness is not of 
the flesh but of the fancy. 

What then should a thoughtful 
person conclude? 

Take, for instance, the program 
of the Canadian Cancer Society, 
which is aimed at early diagnosis 
of a disease that usually can be 
cured only in the early stages. 
The Society’s doctors are aware 
of the possibility that an over- 
avid concern about cancer’s early 
danger signs might result in the 
exaggerated fear of that disease 
which psychologists call “canoer- 
ophobia”. They know, however, 
that personiTwho develop an un¬ 
natural fear of cancer have oth¬ 
er fears as well. If the source of 
their anxiety had not been this 
disease, it most likely would have 
been some other ailment, or con¬ 
dition, or object. It might even be 
dogs or cats, or high places, or 
the dark. 

The Canadian Cancer Society’s 
early warning program is a cal¬ 
culated risk. Balanced on one v side 
is the chance that some deeply 
sensitive and introspective per¬ 
sons will be worried unduly. On 
the other side of the scales in 
1955 are the lives of some 8,000 
Canadians. This number repre¬ 
sents persons whom medical au¬ 
thorities believe die of cancer 
needlessly each year. They are the 
ones whose lives could have been 
spared had they heeded the early 
warning message of the Cancer 
Society and sought proper treat¬ 
ment in time. 

With this great weight of hu¬ 
man lives in the balance, can any¬ 
one wonder why the scales have 
been-tipped in the direction of a 
dynamic nation-wide program to 
alert people about cancer? 


We can’t all be calm and dis¬ 
passionate, but most of us have 
enough discipline to give thought¬ 
ful regard to this question. When'" 
-the occasion arises and you are 
ponied about your physical con¬ 
dition, isn’t the sensible solution 
simply to see your doctor? 

And see him once a year, any¬ 
how, no matter how good you 
feel. Worry a bit about yourself 
on-ce in a while. In small doses it’s 
good for you.

Air Cadet 
Nomination Day 

April 29th, Monday, May 2nd 
will be an important day in the 
lives of hundreds of top Air Cadets 
across Canada. Marking the close 
of national Air Cadet Week, May 
2nd has been designated by the Air 
Cadet League as “Nomination 
Day” for the special training 
awards provided by the League 
and the R.C.A.P. each summer. 

During the next two weeks, 
League selection committees at 
both provincial -and national levels 
will select the 508 outstanding Air 
Cadets who will qualify for special 
rewards in 1955. 

Two hundred and fifty of the 
Cadets will be granted R.C.A.P. 
flying scholarships covering 30 
hours of actual flying instruction. 
The four weeks course will com¬ 
mence early in July and training 
will be given at member cltibs of 
the Royal Canadian Plying Clubs 
Association spaced across the 
country. Successful graduates will 
qualify for the Air Cadet flying 
badge as well as private -pilot’s 
licenses. 

One hundred cadets will be 
chosen for a seven week’s “Senior 
Leaders Course'” to be held at 
R.C.A.P. Station, Camp Borden. 
Operated as a “Junior staff col¬ 
lege” the course will train cadets 
for future positions of responsibil¬ 
ity with the squadrons, i 
Another one hundred cadets will 
• be selected for the first Air Cadet 
Drill Instructors Course to be held 
during the summer at Abbotsford, 
B.C. Prom this group will be chos¬ 
en a 40-man precision drill squad 
which will compete with an Amer¬ 
ican drill team for the General 
Beau Trophy at the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Exhibition late in August. 

A total of fifty-eight cadets will 
be hand-picked for the League’s 
top award — an exchange visit 
trip to the United States, United 
Kingdom or continental Europe. 
Six countries have joined hands 
with Canada in this highly suc¬ 
cessful “get acquainted" scheme. 

Names of the prize winning 
candidates will be announced by 
Air Cadet League headquarters, 
Ottawa at the end of May. 


No. 1. What Does The Maltese 
Cross represent? 

The Maltese Cross was original¬ 
ly the badge of the Knights of 
Malta, a religious and military 
order formed in the twelfth cen¬ 
tury to relieve the poor and the 
strangers in the Holy Land. Known 
as tfie Hospitallers of St. John of 
Jerusalem, one of their functions 
was to provide military escorts 
to pilg-riams going to visit the 
Holy Sepulcher at Jerusalem. Af¬ 
ter the fall of -the Holy City, and 
Acre the order removed to the 
Island of Rhodes, where it was 
known as the Knights of Rhodes 
from 1309 to 1522, when it was 
vanquished by Solyman II. The 
Knights then etsablisbed them¬ 
selves on the island of Malta, 
where they soon became known 
as the Knights of Malta. 

No. 2. Who said “A man house 
is his castle”? / 

Sir Edward Coke (1522-1634), 
the -great oracle of the English 
common law. In the third volumn 
of his Institutes, -published in 1628, 
the former Chief Justice said “A 
mans house is his castle”, and in 
Semayne’s case, decided in 1605, 
he declared that “The house of 
every one is to him his castle and 
fortress, as well for his defence 
against injury and violence as for 
his repose. The legal principle em¬ 
bodied in “A man’s house is his 
castle” is much more comprehens¬ 
ive than many people suppose. It 
means that a home is inviolable 
not only to arbitrary .invasion and 
search but also to officers armed 
with legal warren to. No officer, ac¬ 
cording to thi-s maxim, may force 
open a door of -the home if the 
occupant refuses to admit him. In 
practice, however, the principle 
applied only to civil oases. William 
Blackstone in 1765 wrote “No out¬ 
ward door of a man’s house can 
in general be broken open to ex- 
cute any oivi-1 process; though in 
criminal cases, the public safety 
supercedes the private”. In a 
speech in the House of Commons 
on the Eycise Bible in 1760 the 
Elder Pitt graphically illustrated 
the importance of this legal max¬ 
im to the ordinary citizen: “The 
poorest man may in his cottage 
bid defiance to all force of the 
Ciown. It may be frail, its roof 
may shake: the wind may blow 
through i-t; the storms may enter, 
-the rain may enter, — but trie 
King of England cannot- enter; 
all his forces dare not cross the 
-threshold of the ruined tenement.” 
An Irish lawyer trying a case be¬ 
fore Justice John Toler (1470- 
1831), the first Earl of Norbury, 
said of his client’s home that “the 
rain may enter, but not the King.” 
"What”?, exclaimed the jurist, 
“not even the reigning King”? 

No. 3. How were the Plains of 
Abraham named? 

The heights near Quebec known 
as the Plains of Abraham took 
-their name from Abraham Mar¬ 
tin, a Canadian pioneer said to 
have been of Scotch decent, who 
was a pilot on the St. Laurence 
River in the time of Samuel de 
Champlain, founder of the city. 
Champlain himself authorized a 
deed -granting the pilot a home¬ 
stead on the heights of Quebec. 
Martin was affectionately known 
among the French inhabitants as 
Madtre Martin and (has herds of 
cattle and sheep were a common 
sight on the tableland along the 
St. Laurence. On September 15, 
1759, on the Plains of Abraham 
was fought a historic battle that 
determined whether the French 
or English were to dominate C-an- 
anda. 

No. 4. Which Sex of the Mos¬ 
quito bites? 

\ The male mosquito does not 
ite. He is trictly a vegetarian. 
Only in the female is the probocis 
fitted for biting and bloodsucking. 
Trie mouth parts of the male are 
rudimentary and (he could nofbite 
no matter how hard he tried. This, 
at any rate, is true of all common 
mosquito’s. Whether bloodsucking 
is common to both sexes in any 
rare sipecies is a disputed question. 
“So far as we know” states the 
-TJ.S. Dept, of Agriculture, “there 
is no species of mosquito of which 
the male sucks blood”.

New Film On 
First Aid 

Hon. Milton F. Gregg, Minister 
of Labor, announced today that 
the newest Federal Department 
of Labor accident prevention film 
is receiving its premiere showing 
in Toronto today at the annual 
convention of the industrial Ac¬ 
cident Prevention Associations. 

In- making the announcement, 
Mr. Gregg said that the previous 
six films made by the National 
Film Board for -the department in 
the accident prevention field, 
under the general heading “Acci¬ 
dents Don’t Happen”, had been 
highly successful. They had been 
seen by thousands of Canadians 
-and,were continuing to fill a real 
need in the industrial safety field. 

He felt -that the new film might 
prove -to be the most useful of 
them all since -the message it con¬ 
tained applied- -to everyone in all 
walks of life. The subject of the 
new film is “The Early Handling 
of Spi-n-a-l Meningitis’. 

Mr. Gregg said that medical ex¬ 
perts most qualified to discuss 
spinal injuries had assured the 
department that a great many 
cases of permanent paralysis and 
death from such injuries were the 
direct - result of mishandling by 
persons at the scene of the acci¬ 
dent. Many injured persons each 
year have their injuries increased 
as -a result of the natural desire 
of those at the scene of an acci¬ 
dent, industrial or otherwise, to 
rush the patient to the local hos¬ 
pital, r forgetting that improper 
handling of a badly injured back 
may result in paraplegia or even 
death. 

In addition to the inestimable 
suffering and hardship resulting 
-from mishandling, there was the 
question of high costs in dollars 
-and cents. The Workmens 

Compensation’ Board had report¬ 
ed that one -paraplegic case may 
-cost employers assessed under the 
Workmens Compensatioii Act from 
$50,000 to $100,000. 

The film offers first the mes¬ 
sage that if a spinal injury is sus¬ 
pected -the patient is not to be 
moved under any condition unless 
qualified first aid is % available. 
Even sitting the patient up to 
give him a drink of water may 
have fatal results. The film goes 
on to explain what is meant by a 
broken back and how the injury 
need not be permanent if handled 
properly. It then shows the ele¬ 
ments of first aid handling. 

In the preparation of the film 
the department and the Film Bd. 
had- as consultants the following: 

Dr. Harry Botterell, Department 
of Neurosurgery, University of To¬ 
ronto; Dr. Robert Mustard, De¬ 
partment of Surgery, University 
of , Toronto; Dr. Alb-en Jousse, 
Medical Director, Lyndh-urst lodge, 
Canadian Paraplegic Association, 
and Dr. Harvey Doney, Lyndhurst 
lodge, Canadian Paraplegic As¬ 
sociation. 

Although designed prjmarily for 
industrial showing,' Mr. Gregg re¬ 
ported that it had a much wider 
a ppeal and it was expected that it 
would be in demand particularly 
by those with the teaching of first 
aid.

Should he Watched

meal.' Wait 2 hours. It is believed that a full stomach is a 
contributing cause of stomach cramps. Also m'ay place an undue 
strain on the heart. If you must swim stay close to shore. Swim 
champions cool off gradually by rubbing water over entire body 
before diving. If the body is over-heated from exercising or sun¬ 
ning and suddenly cooled off, blood vessels contract creating a 
high blood pressure which may cause fainting. 

Non-swimmers should stay out of boats. Novice swimmers 
should do their boating with a competent person and in very 
shallow water. Can you swim well with clothes on ? Learn to 
tread water, hands only, feet only, this a most useful skill for 
resting, clearing the throat, disrobing, helping someone else. Do 
not dive into unknown waters, wade in until you find out the 
depth and if bottom is free of obstructions. If you are pusned, 
or must get into the water quickly at an unfamiliar bathing 
place, jump feet first (stride jump).
